Thousands 
of the imnabitants followed in silence the 
royal carriage. Most of the churches for 
which the city was celebrated are wholly 
or partially wrecked. Hardly a fine build- 
ing on the main streets was left uninjured. 
Many of them must be constructed from the 
foundations before they can be occupied. No 
éffort has been made yet to repair the dam- 
age, as mechanics fear to work in the city 
and owners are apprehensive that each day 
mar bring another violent shock. The

FLOODS IN QUEENSLAND. 
SYDNEY, New South Wales, Feb. 7.—The 
city of Brisbare, in Queensiand, continues to 
be completely isolated by the floods and 
business is suspended. In the region about 
Wide Bay, Queensland, hundrecs of houses 
have been demolished by the rushing waters 
and thousands of destitute people have taken 
refuge in the hills without shelter and desti- 
tute of nearly all necessaries. Twenty 

persons have been drowned near Ipswich. 


FLOOD AT PITTSEURG. 


The Ohio’s Beginnings Threatening the 
Iron City’s Low Quarters. 


Pirron, Pa., Feb. 7.—A disastrous flood 
from the Monongahela and Allegheny Rivers 
is apprehended within the next twelve 
hours. The rains of the past thirty-six hours 
have swollen allthe small streams at head- 
waters beyond their banks and the 
indications are that there will 
be from twenty-five to twenty-eight 


feet of water at this point by midnight. This 
will inundate the lower portion of Pittsburg, 
Allegheny and the South Side and will force 
ali the manufactories along the two streams 
to close down. People living on the flats are 
preparing to move from their houses and 
merchants are removing their goods to the 
upper fioors. At noon the marks on the 
Allegheny showed 18 feet and on the Mo- 
nongahela, 1712 feet. Both rivers were ris- 
ingrapidly, and notwithstanding a heavy 
fall in the temperature this morning the 
signal officers state that the rivers will reach 
a 25-foot stage. Some old river men say it 


“will go to 30 feet, in which event the dam- 


age would be incalculable, The danger line 
is 23 feet and seven feet more than that 
would flood the Alvin, Bijouand Duquesne 
Theaters, as will as a vast number of stores 
and business houses. Reports from surround- 
ing towns are to the effect that the lowlands 
are submerged and the water Iisstill rising.| 

The water in the Nashannock at Newcastle, 
is higher this morning than for many years. 
During the night it rose eight feet,and a por- 
tion of the southern part of the city was in- 
undated, several houses were swept away 
and many families were rescued in boats. 

The Beaver River is also reported rising 
rapidly. Officials of the Pittsburg & Lake 
Erie Kailway have discontinued the sale of 
tickets to points west ef Boliver. 

The pleasure boat Union Jack, moored at 
the Forty-third street bridge. was sunk by 
the ice this morning, and a dozen shanty 
boats had their sides crushed in. The water 
poured in so rapidly that the occupants 
barely escaped with their lives.

NEBRASKA’S NEW SENATOR.

LINCOLN, Neb., Feb. 7.—Wm. V. Allen, 
Populist, was elected United States Senator 
on joint bailot of the Legislature at noon to- 
day, receiving a majority over Paddock. All 
the Independents and Democrats voted for 
him. His election was then made unanimous. 
The vote stood: Allen, 70; Paddock, 57. 

Judge Allen was the candidate of the Pop- 
ulists and, while some of the Democratic 
members opposed his election, it is in reality 
a triumph for the Democrats over the Repub- 
licans. It is also a triumph of the people over 
corporate influences, because he has not 
sought the office, but the office has actually 
sought the man. It is a triumph because 
this will be one seat in the American house 
of lords which money did not buy. There has 
been pitted against him the almost unlimited 
power of two great railroads and the skill

WAITING FOR NEWS. 


Another Inforinal Conference on the 
Hawaiian Question. 


NOTHING WILL BE DONE, UNTIL THE 
ARRIVAL OF FURTHER ADVICES. 


The Commissioners Not Yet Presented to 
President Harrison—Another Meeting 
Will Be Held Thursday—One of the 
Gilbert Groups Knocking at Our Doors 
—A Protest Against Great Britain. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Feb. 7.—The Hawalian 
Annexation Commission and Dr. Mott Smith, 
the Hawallan Minister, had another inter- 
view this morning with Secretary Foster at 
the State Department. As was the case with 
the two previous interviews, this was en- 
tirely informal, being confined to an inter- 
change of unofficial views upon the 
subject of annexing the Hawalian 
Islands to the United States. Nothing was 
said about the time when the commissioners 
shall be received by President Harrison and 
thus be formally recognized, and the deter- 
mination of this date will depend upon the 
nature of the advices from Honolulu, which 
are expected to reach San Francisco to-mor- 
row on the Oceanic steamship Australia. 

All the members of the Cabinet were pres- 
entatthe Cabinet meeting to-day, except 
Secretary Noble. There was no change in 
the situation of Hawaiian affairs, as far as 
the Cabinet is concerned. Until the Presi- 
dent and Secretary of State conclude their 
negotiations with the commissioners or de- 
cide that negotiations cannot be formally 
entered upon, of course there will be noth. 
ing for the Cabinet as a body to consider. 

Messrs. Thurston and Carter left for New 
York on the noon train on personal business 
and will return to-morrow evening. Another 
conference may be held on Thursday, but 
when the Commissioners separated trom 
Secretary Foster to-day there was no definite 
engagement to that effect. 

Yesterday the President, in response to the 
resolution of Senator Morgan, adopted last 
Friday, transmitted to the Senate coples of 
the annexation treaty negotiated between 
the representatives of the United States and 
King Kamehameha III. in 18645, to- 
gether with the correspondence in 
relation thereto. The correspondence 
includes a letter of instructions from Secre- 
tary of State W. L. Marcy to David Gregg, 
Minister to Hawal; Minister Gregs's report 
to the State Department stating the circum- 
stances of the negotiation of the treaty and 
the condition of affairs in the Islands at that 
time; the Minister’s report of the death of 
the King andthe accession of his successor 
to the throne; the subsequent decline of an- 
nexation sentiment under the new King, and 
finally Secretary Marcy’s letter to the Minis- 
ter expressing his disapproval of the terms 
or the treaty as negotiated. Although 
the letter of Secretary Marcy was 
written nearly forty years ago it 
is thought by them to fatrly present 
the views of the Administration upon tho 
question of the annexation of Hawall. In it 
he refers to the immediate. inearporation of 
the islands into the United {States as an inde- 
penser. State and says: ‘‘I understand that 

the measure proposed by the peopie and that 
in which the present rulers are disposed 
to concur is annexation as distinguished 
from protection, and that itis their intention 
that these islands shall become a part of our 
territories and be under the control of this 
Government as fully asa + other of its terri. 
torial possessions. Should the sovereignty of 
these islands be transferred to the United 
States, the present Government would, asa 
matter of course, be superseded by, orat 
least be subjected’ to, the Federal authority 
of this country.’ 


ANOTHER APPLICANT, 


ONE OF THE GILBERT GROUP WANTS TO BE AN- 
NEXED TO THE UNITED STATES. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., Feb. 7.—Hawall 1s 
not the only foreign country asking the pro- 
tection of the United States. A protest from 
King Teberuririemo, the monarch of Buta- 
ritari, one of the Gilbert group, is nowon 
the way here. The King protests against the 
recent seizure of his dominions by Capt.Davis 
of the British Navy,in the name of Queen Vic- 
toria. The King prays that the United States 
will elther annex his country or place her 
protecting fagon the island and shake off 
the grasp of Great Britain. To-day’s dis- 
patches from San Francisco announce the 
arrival there of Col. Chas. E. Dailey, an 
American, who is acting inthe capacity of 
envoy for King Teberuririemo, and is the 
bearer of the King’s request to President 
Harrison. 

The grabbing of Butaritari took place on 
June 12. The King of Butaritari had only 
recentiy returned from a trip to San Fran- 
cisco, undertaken, it was thought, to induce 
the United States to extend a protectorate 
over the Gilbert Islands. While in San Fran- 
cisco the King talked of goingto Washington, 
but he received no encouragement, and ill 
health forced him to return. Before he left 
he sent two letters to Washing- 
ton detailing the situation on his 
island and warning the state Depart- 
ment that England would soon grab the 
whole Gilbert group unless the United States 
interfered. He called attention to the fact 
that several San Francisco commercial 
houses had invested large sums in the islands 
and that they controlled the trade, but that 
this control would be snatched from them 
should England be the protectorate. The 
King declared he preferred the Americans, 
but he was powerless to resist should England 
do what she had donein other parts of the 
South Seas. 

The event took place on Sunday. Just be- 
fore norn, the British man-of-war Royalist 
appeared in the harbor. 
in a steam launch, and with several officers 
and an interpreter called on the King. There 
in public audience, With ali the foreign and 
native residents of Butaritari gathered 
about, he read this proclamation: 


Her majesty, Queen of the United Kingdon of 
Great Britain, having assumed this day protector- 
ate over the Gilbert Islands, I would remind all 
residents in the group ether than natives, that it 
is contrary to law to supply flre- arms, ammunition 
or intox testing liquors to any natives. 

Given under my hand at Panama the * 7 of May, 
(Signed) II. Davis. 
Captain of H. M. 8. Royalist and Deputy Commis- 

sioner. 
The American residents on the island made 
a vigorous protest at the time, but it was of 
no avall. 

The chief production of Butaritari and of 
the Gilbert group is cocoa,the trade in which 
is very valuable. Lately the King has per- 
mitted several ship-loads of natives to go as 
laborers to, Queensland andto Mexico. It

CONFLICT IN SOUTH CAROLINA 


Between the Federal Courts andthe State 
Authorities. 


CHARLESTON, 8. C., Feb. 7.—Proceedings 
were begun in the United States Court here 
to-day which threaten to bring about a con- 
flict between the State and Federal authori- 
ties if the sheriffs of various counties at- 
tempt to carry out the orders 


of Gov. Tilman to levy on the railroad prop- 
erty for taxes now indispute. On Saturday 
a freight train on the South Carolina Rallway 
was seized at Aiken and chataed to the track. 
There were fourteen freight cars, eight of 
them were loaded to the value of about $11,- 
000. The amount of taxes claimed by the 
State is not over $1,600, The road is in the 
hands of J. F. Chamberlain, receiver, who 
was appetite by the United States Court.

But the Coroner Has Rendered a Verdict 
of Accident.

_ Austin, Tex., Feb. 7.—Gov. Hogg sent a 
message tothe State L to-day, in 
which he uses very strong words in denunci- 
ation of the burning of the negro, Henry 
Smith, at Paris last Wednesday. Tne Gov- 
ernor says: 

While the victim of that affair was guilty of an 
atrocious, barbarous crime, appalling to contem- 
plate, for whieh he was certain of full punish- 
ment under the constitution and laws of our State, 
clviligation stands as a helpless witness of the 
most revolting execution of the age, in which larce 
numbers of citizens openly, in broad day, ‘publicly 
became murderers by methods shameful to humaa- 
ity. Brushing away sentiment, which should never 
accompany punishment for crime, the public 
murder committed at Paris is a disgrace to 
this State. Its atrocity, inhumanity and sick- 
ening effect upon the people at large can 
not be obscured by reference to the savage act of the 
culprit himself in brutally taking the lite of an inno- 
cent child. For his deed the death penalty awaited 
The imputation that 

cou 


county where that crime was committed is a pre- 
tense and a mockery. So the condition exists in 
our State that while one man may de con- 
vic for murder a hundred men who 

blicly commit murder can not be. The laws, 
herefore, without further legislation, may be held 
in defiance in any community where the torces are 
strong enough to overawe the local efficers and set 
aside the legal machinery of justice, Our ccnstitu- 
tion is notso hidebound that this condition must 
continue. Itisin the power of the Legislature to 
adopt suitable measures to either prevent mod law 
or to bring to punishment all murderers and exe- 
ecutioners. No combination of men should eyer be 
s0 stro in any Government as to successfully 
override the law. They should never be so numer- 
ous as to make it impossible to bring them to trial 
for their crimes in the proper court. 


The Governor then points out that the Con- 
stitution of the State guarantees to every 
man accused of crime the right of trial by 
qury » and claims that the tendency in 

exas now is to override all law and place 
the lives of the people at the mercy of mobs. 
He says: : 

This late execution at Paris is not the only one 
that has been performed by a mob in that county 
within the past twelve months, for within that 
period three other men were hanged to death in that 
neighborhood who committed no crimes. Their 
— — in the community was offensive, or per- 

aps menacing, to the pleasure and equanimity of 
the band of murderers who took their lives. There 
have been other instances where the innocent have 
been executed by mobs and no punishment 
therefor has been possible. The condition 
has grown to this, that if enough men in 
community choose to defy the whole law they 
go on in their nefarious executions at will. The 
action at Paris is the culmination of this spirit, long 
existing in a few counties of the State, magnified on 
a large scale. Will the Legislature stand by and 
permit this condition to continue undisturbed, un- 
changed any longer? I hope not. So far as I am con- 
cerned I believe that tothe guiltiest culprit that may 
blacken his hand with crime the constitutional 

uarantees, under all circumstances, should be just- 
observed throughout his trial and execution. 

hen any conditions are made to justify a 
precedent for mob law, others will 
at the convenience of the murderous classes, 
observation of every experienced man teaches that 
when a community is infested with a mob spirit 
legal executions become rare and impracticable, if 
notimpossible. Whena murderer on trial knows 
that he is before a jury composed of one or more 
men who have 22 punishment for an equal 
crime he feels sure of elther an acquittal or a hung 
jury. A mob execution is no less than a murder 
execution. No man or set of men with murder 
upon their hands are capable to justly en- 
force the laws. As a rule, the riff-raff 
lounging, indolent, - lawless element ol 
a community inspires and leads the mob. 
while the law-abiding, industrious, honest citizen 
is terrorized by the spectacle. If people otherwise 
respectable are led into crime by the excitement of 
the occasion, in their cooler moments they must see 
that their leaders and associates are an element of 
hardened criminals. Something should be done to 
teach them in advance that for their crimes they 
must answer at the bar of justice. 

The question is difficult to deal with. but if your 
honorable bodies will enact suitable laws and place 
the meams at my hands, every person who takes 
part in a mob shall be brought to trial, or the 
strength of the machinery of justice shall be thor- 
oughly tested in the effort. There is no higher ob- 
ligation resting upon the legislative department 
than to have the constitutional guarantee for protec- 
tion of life, liberty and property respected anda 
obeyed. If taxation becomes necessary to raise 
funds by which this may be done, 1 advise your hon- 
orable bodies to lay it on and make the people pay to 
the full extent 1 o aid in suppressing 
violence in this State respectfully suggest a law 
embodying the follawing features: : 

1. That when any person, being a prisoner in jail 
or other place of confinement, or under arrest, orin 
official custody or restraint, or is held by or under 
the authority of any county, city or State officer, or 
is restrained by virtue of any legal process, shall be 
taken from such 5 or authority in violation of 
law and put to death, the county within which such 
person was so held or confined, and from which they 
may have been so taken, shall be liable to pay a 
specified large sum to the surviving husband, wife, 
children and parents of said person who shall so 
suffer death. 

Make the county also liable for damages when 
any person not being a prisoner or under legal du- 
ress is mobbed by two or more persons, and the said 
criminalsare not within a specified time indicted 
and prosecuted for their crime. 

3. Make each person or corporation also liable for 
damages who takes part in or aids by acts, orin any 
way abets in mobbing of a person. 

. Give the surviving relatives an action in the 
District Court of any county where the murder was 
committed, or in any county where either or ali 
plaintiffs may reside when the action is instituted. 

5. Render the Sheriff ineligible to hold his office, 
and provide for his removal, when a prisoner is 
taken fromthe jail or from himself, or fromany 
officer or lawful authority in his presence, and is put 
to death by a mob. 

Provide for a change of venue, either before or 
after indictment, in all cases of mob violence. 

When passion in its wild rush for blood overrides 
the law and tramples down the constitution a prece- 
dent for anarehy is set, marking the way forthe de- 
struction of this Government. Patriotic action on 
the line of wisdom and justice now becomes neces- 
sary to preventits spread. Repeated overt criminal 
acts in this State have sounded the warning. ‘ihe 
power rests with your honorable. bodies to encourage 
anarchy by silence ortocrushitby suitable action. 
Strengthen the laws, supply the means, and ifthe 
Executive fails to perform its duties fully, under all 
circumstances, then let him stand condemned as a 
eriminal himself before the civilized world.

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A Few Propositions Submitted to Mgr. 
Satolli on Schools. 


THE NATIONAL LEAGUE FOR THE PRO. 
TECTION OF AMERICA AFTER HIM. 


Cardinal Gibbons and Archbishop Ryan 
Talk Church and State Before the Phil- 
adelphia Catholic Club—Théy Favor 
Eeparation and a Free Fress—A Sig- 
nificant Sentence. 


NEW Youk, Feb. 7.—Mgr. Satolli, the apos- 
tolic delegate, has been asked to give his 
views as the representative of the Pope in 
this country on a proposed amendment of 
the Constitution advocated by the National 
League for the protection of American insti- 
tutions. The obdjects of the league are to 
secure ‘‘constitutional and legislative safe- 
guards for the protection of the common 
school system and other American institu- 
tions and to promote public instruction in 
harmony with such institutions and to pre- 
vent all sectarian or denominational ap- 
propriation of public funds. 

Asastepto thisend the league proposes 
to secure the passage of the following amend- 
ment to the constitution of the United States, 
which is before the Judiciary Committees of 
both the Senate and House of Representa- 
tive: 

No State shall pass any law respecting an establish- 
mentof religion or prohibiting thefree exercise 
thereof or use ite property, or credit, er any money 
raised by taxation, or authorize either to be used for 
the purpose of founding, maintaining or aiding by 
appropriation, payment for services. expenses or 
otherwise, any church, religio denomination or 
religious society, or any eres society or un- 
dertaking which is wholly or in part under sec- 
tarian or eccleslastieal control. | 

This proposed amendment has been in- 
dorsed by Baptists, Methodists, Presby- 
terians, United Presbyterians, Episcopalians, 
Congregationalists and others. 

James M. King. a Methodist minister, is 
Secretary ofthe league. He was authorized 
last November to send a letter to the Confer- 
ence ofCatholic Archbishops, asking them 
to approve the proposed amendment, The 
letter was acknowledged by Cardinal Gib- 
bons, but no action was taken. 

When it was learned that Mgr. Satolli came 
here as the representative of the Pope in this 
country the league sent a long letter to the 
Catholic University in Washington. 

Reference was made in the letter to Mgr. 
Satolli’s address atthe Archbishop's confer- 
ence, in which hespoke of the attitude of 
Catholics toward the public schools, and his 


judgment, in his representative capacity, 
was asked on the following questions: 

1. Concerning the attitude of thirty-seven 
of the forty-four States of the American 
Union, which by their constitutions prohibit 
any diversion of the school funds. 

2. Concerning the attitude of twenty-one of 
these State constitutions which prohibit sec- 


tarian appropriations. 
3. Concerning the ee sixteenth 
amendment to the United States Constitution 
rohibiting sectarian appropriation by the 
tates, asasure method of protecting the 
school funds from division on sectarian 
lines, and of perpetuating the conceded 
American principle of church and State, 
The league has received assurances that 
Mgr. Satolli is giving the matter careful con- 
sideration. 


ON GIBBONS’ 


THE POPE APPOINTED SATOLLI ON RECOM- 
MENDATION OF THE CARDINAL. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Feb. 7.—The Catholic 
Churchman, whose relations with Cardinal 
Gibbons enable its editor to talk intelligently 
upon the points at issue in the pragent con- 
troversies, says that the Pope, Mgr. Satolli 
and Cardinal Gibbons had a perfect under- 
standing about the appointment of 
the Monsignor to the position of 
Apostolic Delegate. The Cardinal had 
corresponded with the Pope on 
this appointment even before the archbish- 
ops met in New York last November, and he 
knew that the holy father would follow his 
advice. There weretwoor three prominent 
prelates, who opposed the proposition to re- 
quest the Pope tosend a special commissioner 
to America, but the opportunity was given 
the objectors to agree to the fair and just 
plan for the settlement of the church 
difficulties. The Cardinal did not deceive 
any member ofthe American hierarchy. As 
the trusted counselor of the Pope he kept 
him advised of the sentiment of the American 
bishops and archbishops, and, finally, seeing 
that there was no other way out of the dim 
culty, requested the immediate appointment 
Of the apostolic delegate, who will consider 
and decide all church controversies under 
the guidance and direction of the Cardinal 
Primate of America.

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ANDERSON’S ARGUMENT. 


What He Thinks About the New Tele- 
phone Company’s Request for Franchise. 

Astheend of the session of the Council 
approaches the interest in the fate of the 
underground wire measures becomes greater, 
and it looks now as if the conflicting bills of 
the Bell Telephone Co, and the Telephone and 
Telegraph Service Co. would delay each 
other until very nearly the end of the ses- 
sion. 

Some of the members of the Counctl seem to 
be afraid to act hastily in the matter for fear 
of making a mistake. 

Two members of the Council Committee on 
Public Improvements were seen to-day, 
Chairman Horton and Mr. Anderson. 

Mr. Horton said: ‘‘lam, in the first place, 
in favor of having the wires put under ground. 
I do not, however, know what these bills we 
have now willamount te. Ido not want to 
act hastily in this matter, and it was a mis- 
take to introduce the measures so late. 
There are hundreds of details to be arranged 
and then matters have to be so fixed that no 
one gets an exclusive franchise.“ 

Could the new company use the Sutter 
conduit if their bill was thrown over?“ was 
asked. 

That would bea private matter between 
them and the owners of the conduit. The 
only thing that might Interfere with that ar- 
rangement would be its practicability. Some 
say they could goin there with other wires 
and some say they could not. 

„When will the committee consider the new 
bill again?’’ 

Next Tuesday Ithink. You see the Coun- 
cil only meets once a week now and the meet- 
ings of the committee are usually just before 
the Council meeting.

The situation just now as to conduitsisa 
ticklish one and upon the failure or success 
of the present bulls will depend much of the 
future legislation in those matters.

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A GOOD BILL 

The first step towards the abolition of 
slavery in the penitentiary and the cessa- 
tion of the State’s promotion of crime by 
condemning helpless innocents to the 
temptations of pinching poverty, has been 
taken in the State Legislature. A bill has 
been introduced by Senator Basket for the 
reform of the present unwise and unjust 
convict contract system. 

This bill provides that convicts shall 
divided into three classes with respect to 
wages under contracts, the rates ranging 
from 50 to 80 cents, and that a percentage 
of these wages in the case of single men 
shall be laid aside for their use, and in 
case of married men sball be paid to 
their families. The details of the bill 
should receive careful consideration, The 
amount convicts should receive, the per- 
centage that should be laid aside and the 
regulations governing the payment of the 
surplus earnings to the dependents of con- 
victs should be determined as wisely as 
possible in the light of investigation. 

But whatever may be the decision of the 
Legislature with reference to its particu- 
lars, the principle embodied in this bill 
should be indorsed in some legis- 
lative form. Too long has the State 
blindly followed the old system of 
making resentful slaves of the convicts, 
and homeless and hungry wretches, fit 
subjects for the grasp of crime and vice, of 
his dependents. This senseless and heart- 
less policy should be changed as soon as 
possible.

GO SLow. 

For some time past there have been 
rumors of a strike to be begun when the 
World’s Fair opens among the switchmen 
and trainmen of the roads leading to Chi- 
cago. The movement has proceeded so far 
that the switchmen are talking of it openly 
and give a clew to their plan of campaign. 

It is to be hoped that the project will be 
abandoned. The railroads will need the 
best service procurable during the six 
months of heavy travel this year, and the 
men owe it to the public to put no incon- 
venience or dangersin the way of travel- 
ers. A strike at such a time would dislo- 
cate the transportation system and could 
not but result in disasters involving de- 
struction of human life unprecedented, 
perhaps, in the history of railroading. 
Employes of railways, as well as officials, 
are under obligations to the people and 
should be just as mindful of them, especi- 
ally when the public good is at stake, as 
it will be next summer. 

But a strike will be unwise looked at 
from the point of view of the men them- 
sélves. The Homestead and Buffalo fail- 
ures sufficiently prove that strikes cannot 
be won in this country in existing condi- 
tions. In the past, when new enterprises 
were springing up every day demanding 
large numbers of workmen it was possible 
to force up wages and keep them at a high 
level, and the labor unions were not slow 
to take advantage of the opportunity of- 
fered by favoring circumstances. But 
that time is past. There are now more 
men seeking employment than can pos- 
sibly findit. Andthis is especially true 
in the transportation business, At the 
heels of every switchman asking higher 
wages are two or three men equally 
capable, willing to work for low- 
er. The New York Central had no 
trouble to fill the places of the disaffected 
in Buffalo, and had it not been for the 
violence of the strikers, the traveling 
public and shippers would not have known 
that anything serious had occurred. The 
same fate awaits the Chicago malcontents 
if they again adopt an inopportune method 
of gaining their point. 

The grievances of these men are due to 
causes which are beyond the reach of cor- 
rection by any such method. Strikes are 
bound to fail as long as there is a large 
body of surplus labor seeking employment. 
Workingmen would find more profit for 
themselves if they would spend their odd 
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political action only, through the ballot 
box, contains the way out of their dim -

culties. 

PATIENCE, TEBERURIRIEMO. 

The way is not yet clear to grant the re- 
quest of King Teberuririemo of Butaritari 
forthe annexation of his island to the 
United States. Although the King has 
taken steps in the right direction to have 
himeelf and his Butaritarians enfolded in 
the protecting arms of Uncle Samuel he 
has not gone far enough. 

The petition of King Teberuririemo’s 
Commissioner to this country merely 
states as the reason for annexation that 
the British have seized his home. 
This is certainly strong ground. 
Anything on land or sea that Great 
Britain attempts to seize or wants 
Uncle Samuel yearns for. But while 
King Teberuririemo has done well in in- 
citing the desire of Uncle Sam by falling 
into the embrace of John Bull he has not 
yet given the former sufficient excuse for 
interference. He has not, as far as we 
know, turned Over all the property and 
business of his island to American specu- 
lators. Nor has he attempted to protect 
the personal rights of his people against 
the grasping interests of American specu- 
lators. He has not got rid of himself and 
at present we have no use for kings. 

But let King Teberuririemo have a littie 
patience. When we fix the speculators in 
Hawaii and assimilate the Chinese, Japs, 
Polynesians, lepers and others there, we 
may have stomach for the Butaritarians. 
There must be something on his island 
that American adventurers want and by 
that time we may get so imperial as to 
need a king. 


—, 
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A COMPROMISE on the Sunday- closing 
question has been proposed by Congress- 
man Houck of Ohio whereby the Fair will 
be opened after noon on Sundays under 
proper regulation. No machinery will be 
operated, andit is further provided that 
no common labor shall be exacted of any 
employes for more than six days in the 
week. It is also proposed to open the halls 
for religious services, to consist of prayer, 
music and sermons. In addition to this 
lectures on secular subjects are to be per- 
mitted, the physical sciences being par- 
ticularly named as ‘‘illustrating the wie- 
dom, power and goodness of God.’’ This 
would probably be accepted as a com- 
promise by those in favor of openigg the 
Fair on Sunday, but it is doubtful if it 
would be satisfactory to their opponents. 
Physical science is a bugbear peculiarly 
terrifying to text fanatics of the Shepard 
type, and that clause would be enough to 
damn the proposal in their eyes. 
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THE claim that we shall have to annex 
Hawaii if the inhabitants are unable to 
take care bf themselves fs based upon the 
assumption that we are under obligations 
of some sort to the Americans who have 
renounced citizenship in their own land 
and gone to the islands for money-making 
purposes. No such obligation rests upon 
our Government. Those men are no more 
to us than so many English or Germans. 
Our first duty isto our own people who 
have remained at home and helped to de- 
velop home resources. We cannot take 
expatriated Americans funder protection 
without an expenditure of capitai and en- 
ergy which is due to the citizens who have 
remained faithful.

Watchmen at Street Railroad Crossings. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

A bill has been introduced in the Legisla- 
ture by Representative Kalbfell and is now in 
the hands of the Railroad Committee which 
deserves special consideration, 

It provides that in all cities where street 
carsare run by other than horse-power the 
companies owning the line shall place a 
watchman or flagman at each place or cor- 
ner where tracks of various companies cross 
each other. 

That such a bill ought to pass is evident to 
88 that has an occasion to use the 
The Tailroad, comparies in this town 
monopolize the best streets we have, get 
from our Munieipal Assembly all the privi- 
leges they want, and in fact can just about 
do as they please. 

I just learned that they had an attorney at 

etlerson City last week, accompanied by of- 

cers of some of these companies, and fought 
the bill before the committee. They complain 
that if the bill passes it will entail an expense 
of $100,000 on the companies,and also claimed 
not more than one out of 150 accidents oc- 
cur at these crossings, and that therefore 
there is no necessity for watchmen, and 
the law would cause unnecessary expense to 
the companies. 

There is hardly a day but what we hear, 
read of, or see accidents happening in our 
streets, the most ofithem being collisions in 
which more or less damage is done and

If watchmen are not necessary why do the 
companies maintain them on Broadway and 
Olive and Washington avenue? If they did 
not realize that c ings are dangerohs and 
law suits are ex sive why waste that 
money? i 

Now it there is necessity forthe watchmen 
on the two crossings on Broadway there cer- 
tainly must be and is in every other locality 
used by the companies and crossed by them. 
The companies complain that in this city it 
would take at least 150 watchmen. Nowl 
deny that, as there are not that many cross- 
ings in the city—not more than. half—and 
even if so, the companies could well afford 
the expense. The companies virtually own 
the streets, thanks to the liberality of ‘our 
city fathers, they are evidently making lots 
of money out of the pubiic, and they ought to 
do something in return. The lives and limbs 
of the people are worth more than any 
amount the companies would have to pay to 
these watchmen, and pedestrians could use 
the streets without danger of being killed or 
hurt, vehicles would not be smashed so pro- 
er and the police officers who now 
have the duty to perform would be used for 
their own legitimate purposes.

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CENT JUNKETING TOUR. 


After the Fee System in St. Louis and 
Kansas City Criminal Courts—Favor- 
able Report on Deering’s Bill—The 
Pink Putter Measure Defeated by a 
Close Vote—Telephone Charges. 


JEFFERSON Ci1TY, Mo., Feb. 7.~In the 
House to-day Chairman Hawkins of the 
special committee on criminal costs rose toa 
question ot personal privilege and made the 
claim that the position of the com- 
mittee in its reform movement -had 
been misrepresented by some news- 
papers. Hie did not mention any 
ofthe papers to which he had reference. 
Concluding he said the committee would tell 
all about its janketing tour to St. Louis and 
Kansas City on Friday next. The committee 
is known to be In favor ofa measure that 
will play havoc with the income of 
the fee officers in St. Louis 
and Kansas City. It is already 
settled that the fee system of Jackson Coun- 
ty, which includes Kansas City, will be wiped 
outand salaries substituted. The ‘‘reform 
committee,’’ as it is called, will urge a 
sweeping cutin the costs taxed up from St. 
Louis, andthe delegation from that city are 
getting ready totakea united stand against 


any such bill. 

The Committee on Criminal Jurisprudence, 
as was expected, reported favorably on Ben 
Deering’s bill making the minimum saloon 
license $1,000 per year for State, county and 
city purposes. This applies to St. Louis as 
well as the balance of the State. Repre- 
sentative Jim Moore of Laclede and Gernez 
of St. Louis presented a minority report pro- 
testing against the bill. Of the $1,000 per 
license the State will get 10 per cent, the 
county 50 per cent and the city 40 per cent. 

Representative Jim Moore’s pink butter“ 
bill defeated by a close vote. The farmers 
do not seem to want a bill to make the man- 
ufacture of oleomargarine unprofitable. 

The Committee on Elections reported 
against the Democratic contestant in the 
case of Crouch against Swanger. The latter 
is a Republican, and at the last election car- 
ried Sullivan County by a small margin. 
Since then ex-Representative Crouch has 
been working hard to get his seat. 

The House Vommittee on Ways and Means 
decided at a meeting this morning to favor- 
ably report Representative Stuart’s bill tax- 
ing railroad franchises. Ine bill if passed 
will materially increase the State’s revenue. 

HOT FIGHT IN THE SENATE, 

Senator McGinnis made a hot fight on 
Cochran’s bil to establish free employment 
agencies in St. Louls, Kansas City ana St. 
Joseph, after the plan in force in Ohio. Me- 
Ginnis said he was heartily disgusted with 
paternalism in governimental matters and 
that he would raise his voice at ail times ja 

Senator Cochran talked back and a cross- 
fire of words resulted, both holding their own 
in the art of repartee. The bill was finally 
laid over informally. 

HELD A LIVELY MEETING. 

There were lively times in the meeting of 
the House Committe on Fees and Salaries 
last night over the Jackson County salary 
bills. This fight has been in progress ever 
since the Assembiy met and Kansas Cityans 
will continue to claim a dig share 
of the Assembly’s time until the 
trouble is settled. AS has been 
explained the entire issue is embraced in the 
proposition as to whether the bill should go 
into effect at once or at the ciose of the terms 
of the present officers. Every member of 
the delegation favors the general plan of 
abolishing the fee system and substituting 
fair salaries for the cgunty officers. Senator 
Lyman is standing up forthe officers and 1s 
fighting the move to cut off their fees Feen 
with. He belle ves in letting em 
serve out their terms before the 
reform theory is applied. For 
taking this stand he has been subjected to 
much criticism, every newspaper ,of Kansas 
City attacking his position. He is deter- 
mined, however, and declares that no com- 
ment will change the course he has mapped 
out for himself. At the meeting of the House 
committee lastevening he presented a long 
argument against the ‘‘sooner’’ Dill, as 
it is called, and sharply questioned 
Joseph A. Graham and other 
Kansas Cityans who appeared in behalf of 
the measure to have the fee system abolished 
at once. Some sharp tilts resulted, but 
Chairman Killam succeeded in holding down 
the warring factions. At the close of the 
hearing the committee decided to lay the 
matter over until the next meeting. , 

CLERK ZEPP’S VICTORY. 

The next step taken by this committee was 
to kill off two of Representative Gernez’ pet 
measures. The first bill which led to the 
legislative block was his scheme toannihilate 
the financial end of Uircuit Clerk Zepp’s office. 
The measure was drawn soas to make its 
provisions applicable to St. Louis only, and 
proposed sweeping changes in the 
fee system of the Circuit Clerk’s office. 
Among other things it set forth that the 
costs forany suit filed should not exceed $8 
and that in no case of a mechanic’s lien 
should the filling and recording fees exceed 30 
cents. When this bill was called up Deputy 
Circuit Clerk T. B. Clark responded for Cir- 
cuit Clerk Zepp. He saidthatthe Dill was a 
most remarkable production and that it must 
have been conceived in the mindof some 
one entirely unfamiliar with the duties 
of the Circuit Clerk of the city of St. Louls. 
He argued that the present arbitrary filling 
fee forall cases was $6, divided equally be- 
tween what are termed jury and sten- 
Ographic fees. Costs, he said, ran as high as 
$200 in some cases, and rarely fell below.$6, 
proving that $8 was by no means a fair aver- 
age. On thesubject of mechanics’ liens he said 
that 30 cents would not pay the costs for half 
of one side of a sheet in the record. Such 
claims, he sald, were as a general rule 
voluminous in composition, and entalied 
much copying work, frequently naming as 
many astwenty-five sub-contractors as - 
fendants.’’ Ihe committee heard Mr. 
Clark’s argumentand bya unanimous vote 
ee to report against the passage of the

KNEW THE RULES

Judge Bookstaver Shows Familiarity 
With the Queensberry Code. 


A NEW YORK JUDGE DEFINES A REF. 
EREE’S AUTHORITY. 


New Orleans Pugilistic Gossip—The Grif- 
fin-Murphy Fight—McCafferty’s Haw- 
thorne Derby Candidate—Otto Steifel’s 
Missouri Stable—Gossip From Track 
end Diamond— Sporting News. 


New York, Feb. 7.—It is not often that a 
justice on the bench is called upon to decide 
the ‘‘points’’ in a prize-fight and a decision 
rendered yesterday by Judge Bookstaver in 
the Court of Common Pleas dissecting the 
Marquis of Queensberry rules in learned legal 
language, will probably, therefore, stand as 
a novelty in the history of local jurispru- 
dence. The Judge, whoisa member in good 
standing of the Dutch Reformed Ohurch, 
showsa knowledge and appreciation of ring 
etiquette in his decision that is appalling 
and he goes for ‘‘quitters’’ in a manner that 
should entitle him to honorary membership 
in every athletic club in America. 

The decision was in the case of George 
Reynolds, a professional pugillst, against 
the Manhattan Athletic Club. Reynolds was 
entered at one of the club’s boxing tourna- 
ments to fight a ten-round go with A. L. 
O’Brien for a purse of $300, of which $100 was 
to gotothe loser. Hestoodupfor only two 
rounds and then he laid down’’ in such a 
marvelous manner that the referee, Domi- 
nick McCaffrey, refused to award him the 
loser’s share of the money. Reynold’s 
brought suit in the Second District Court and 
got judgment for $99. The club carried the 
case to the general term of the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas and this tribunal through Judge 
Bookstaver reversed the finding of the lower 
court. 

In reviewing the suit in Justice Clancy’s 
Court Judge Bookstaver holds that the Mar- 
quis of Queensberry rules, although not 
offered in evidence, undoubtedly applied to 
this contest, and that under those rules, as 
well as the club regulations, which were read 
to Reynolds, à contestant who pretends to 
be knocked out, when he is not, is not en- 
titled to second money, and furthermore, 
that the referee’s decision as to whethera 
contestant is knocked out’’ or not is final. 

The Judge then continued: The oniy pos- 
sible theory upon which the justice could 
have decided in plaintiff’s favor is that he be- 
lieved plaintiff did his best and was fairly 
knocked out. To this there are two in- 
superable objections. If he was fairly 
knocked out, which means rendered incapa- 
ble of further contest, then his -statements 
are irreconcilable. It is not contradicted 
that on the night in question, he 
admitted he was Knocked out. There- 
fore his present statement that he 
was ready and willing must be untrue. And 
again,what the justice believes as to whether 
plaintiff was tairly Knocked out was inconse- 
quenial as the parties had agreed to leave 
the disposition ofthat question to the ref- 
eree. He, and not the justice, was to decide 
whether the plaintiff was fairly overcome or 
quit, and he decided against the plaintiff. 
Whenever defendant’s witnesses speak 
of the  plaintif’ being entitled to 
the money if fairly Knocked out, they must 
mean if the referee were of the opinion that 
he was fairly Knocked out, otherwise’ the 
disposition of the question would rest with 
the contestant or could never be decided 
where a dispute occurred except by a court. 
The parties under the agreement made be- 
tween them made the referee the sole arbi- 
trator of this question. 

On these grounds the decision of the lower 
court is reversed.
